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FE in the Counties before mentioned, or where this 
may come, This is my Teſtimony which I., had in my 
heart to bear for that faithful man John Samm, who was a 
. Minifter and ſufferer for the Truth of Jeſus, who hath now 
finiſhed hisTeftimony in faithfulneſs,e priſoner in Northamp- 
ton; by me who for ſome years have had tight knowledge 
of him, and his integrity and faichfulneſs ro Gods eternal 
Truth, of which he was made pat : He was a man of a

- found mind, and of an upright a lover of righteouſ- 
neſs, and hating :niquiey; Rim = was pleaſed to chooſe, 
with dr Army ns oe who made him fenfi- 
ble of che living woril in his heart, by which ehe Lord brought 
him to know the work of Redemption, who Redeemed him 
out 
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out of the worlds: wayes-and worthips, and bronghe him to 
Truth in the inward parts, which truch he ke co bepoue - 
fal, which let him free from much which did entangſe him, 
and feeling the power of ir,” the Lord choſe Him to bear'reſti- 

mony WW words units it, Which he received not of man, nor 
by man, but of the'free-gift from the Lord, and hen he had 
received it, to vit, the Trutk in the inward parts, and his 
mind to it turned, then did he feel the ſweet ſtreams of che 
Lords love to his-thirſty ſoul, by which his heart was ofcen 

3 ñlilled. wich Joy and great rejoycing ; and alſo the Lord in the 
ſtrength ot his Love, and in the ſenſe of the living vertue of _ 
his life, did open his mouth in praiſes to the Lord, to the 

great refreſiment and comfort of his childien, who were be- 
otcen by the ſame. word of power unto tae feeling of the 
ife by which he was filled; many times as Cup that over- 
flowes : and a good underſtanding had the Lord given him of 
the myſteries of his Kingdom, and, of thoſe things which he 
had heard, learhed, and received of the Lord in the light of 
his Son, that did he faichfully communicate unto others, in 
the demonſtration of the'Spizit of God, in ſeaſon, and out of 
ſeaſon, witaout reſpe& of time, place, or perſon; yea, pro- 
ſperous was he made in the hand of the Lord, to the convin- 

' cing of many in the Counties where he travelled, and to the 
turning of many from darkneſs to light, from Sathans power to 
God; and a good inſtrument (he was) of comfort to the temp- 
ted ones, and a refreſher of.che weck ones, and a confirmer 
of che tender hearted in that preſeijt Truth which they had 
received; and theſe word would run through him ofcen, 
ſay ing on this wiſe, As every one hath received Chriſt the 
Light, ſo let him, walk in it: And he was alſo a man full of 
love, and, very zealqus for the Lord, but not without know- 

' ledge; for a livingſenſe he; had of che. heavenly powat of God, 
by which he was. friled maap times, as with new Wine; and 
would often ſay, Who is able to rn peg this tieavenly Ver- 
tue, and not praiſe the Name of the Lord: And the Lord, 
his Truth and People, was.dear unto him,; for whole ſakes 


he ofcenſuffered lmnriſonment, : andippylipg af bis goods; 
and 3 to ſuftes W Bona ruths account, 
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(13): 
with the people of the Lord, then to enjoy the pleaſures of this 
life for a ſeaſon ;. or finne ,againſt the light of Chr iſt Jeſus, 
which did ſhine in his heart, and give him the knowledge of 
the Glory-thag's Eternal; for the enjoyment of which, this 
world and it's glory, was of little ( alue to him; and both in 
priſon, and Sit of priſon, the Lord did accompany him with 
his keavenly preſence, and many times fill him with the ver- 
tue of his liſe, by which his heart was engaged to the Lord. 
Theſe things I can boldly ſpeak of him, having a right, know - 
ledge of him, being once caſt into priſon with him, beeauſs 
we could not break the command of Chriſt, in finning againſt. 
his Ligat, which ſayed in us, Swear nat at all, accor ding as is 
recorded in the Scriptures of, Truth; for which at that time 
we ſuffered eighteen weeks Imprifonment, with many more 
of the ſervapts of the Lord, who kept the Commandments of 
God, and had che Teſtimony of Jeſus; and our hearts was 
knit together, even as Jonathans was to David; and as, Jron 
ſharpeneth Iron, ſo. did the Lord by the manifeſtation of his 


love and life in our hearts, cauſe us often to refreſh each other. 


Well, what might I ſpeak my Friends, ia Truth, of our deceaſ- 
ed Brother, , who fainted not unto the end, who hath now fi- 
nie d his Courſe, and made not Shipwrack of Faith and a 
good Conſcience, but hath kept the Faith, and in it is fallen 
aſleep; and now his bodily preſence we here no more ſhall ſee, 
but his life is amongſt us, and is ſelt with the faithful; for 
ghile it was conteined in that narrow compals, he would often 
ſay, There's no ſtraitneſs in the Lord, but the ftraitneſs is of 
man: And he would fay, Huw doth one drop from the pre- 
ſence: of the Lord, cauſe the Cup to overfiow; ſaying, Who 
is able to containe of the exellent ſtreams of Life, and not 
praiſe the living. God. Ou Friends, amongſt. whom he tra- 
veled, feel his life amang you, and temember his labour of
